FIFTEEN MEN INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Awfal Result of a Premature Explosion at 
Spokane Falls, Wash, 

Spoxanz Fatzrs, Wash., Sept. 6.—At 5:55 
o’clock this evening a premature blast killed 
fifteen men and possibly many more. The 
full extent of the disaster is unknown. It was 
just before the hour of quitting work. A 
large force of men were engaged in the 
task of blasting out a huge rock 
pile - in the Northern Pacific freight 
yards in the eastern part of the city. From 
fifty to seventy-five men were at work in the 
cut at the time. Fifteen men have been 
taken out dead, a number injured, and still 
others came out alive. All is confusion, and 
it is impossible to get names or particulars. As 
rapidly as mangled bodies are taken out they 
are carried to the hospital. 

Some of the workmen were preparing blasts 
to be touched off after the other workmen 
andteams had departed for the night. In 
putting in the second it was exploded, the jar 
also touching off the first blast. 
Twenty-five thousand cubic feet of 
roek was thrown over upon the unsuspecting 
mass of humanity with terrible results. Hun- 
dreds of people soon gathered at the scene. 
The scenes at the hospital are heartrending, 
The wives and.relatives of the workmen are 
crazed ‘with grief and suspense.

NO LACK OF FAIR FUNDS. 


SO SAYS THE TREASURER OF THE 
COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION, 
Mr, A. F. Seeberger Has Something to Say 


the Financial Status of the Organization 
~—He Denies the Sensational Reports and 
Presents Figures as Proof—Secret Meet- 
ing of the Directors—North Side Argu- 
ments, 


Speaking on the subject of sensational re- 
ports and unfounded charges bearing on the 
financial status of the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position, Treasurer A, F. Seeberger stated 
yesterday that not only was the first $5,000.- 
000 of capital stock fully subscribed for, but 
the surplus of these original subscriptions is 
ample to fcover any deductions which may 
eventually be made on account of duplicate 
subscriptions or subscriptions made through 
misapprehension, leaving the full $5,000,000 of 
valid and unconditioned subscriptions. 

“*In addition to this,” said Mr. Seeberger, 
** over $500,000 has already been subscribed to 
the second $5,000,000, not including the large 
subscriptions made contingent on the adop- 
tion of the North Side or West Side sites. 

“* It is confidently expected that when work 
is actually commenced a large proportion, if 
not all, of the second $5,000,000 will be placed. 
Of the first $5,000,000 over’ $950,000 has been 
paid in, and on account of the second $5,000,- 
000,; no part of which has been regularly 
called for as yet, over $20,000 has been paid 
in and there still remains in the treasury, 
after paying the expenses of the preliminary 
organization and of the agitation which final- 
ly secured the Fair for Chicago and of the 
permanent organization to date, $360,000, all 
of which is on deposit with twelve of the lead- 
ing banks of Chicago and drawing ititerest, 
which is added to the principal every month. 
When the actual work of construction begins 
there will be no delay on account of lack of 
funds. 

“Over riine-tenths of the first $5,000,000 is 
subscribed for by substantial business-men, 
firms, and corporations, who have, as a rule, 
met their payments promptly and in a busi- 
nesslike manner. Over three-quarters in 
number, out less than one-tenth in amount 
of the subscriptions, are for from one to five 


The collections from these are comparatively 
slow, but fully as large as might be expected, 
and it is not thought that any large propor- 
tion of them will eventually prove worthless. 
**When the question of site is finally settled 
and work actually commenced the great bulk 
of those who have not yet paid will no doubt 
meet their obligations like honorable men. 
““Of course among so many subscribers of 
all kinds and conditions a certain number is 
found who attempt to beg off. 
subscribers will coolly write to the Treasurer 
that they do not find it convenient to pay and 
ask him to please scratch their names off the 
list, but these are comparatively few. Every 
one should understand that each subscription 
is a valid and binding promise to pay a certain 
amount of money; it is the property of the 
corporation and the Treasurer has no more 
right to scratch a name from the list than he 
would have to destroy a promissory note be- 
longing to the company for the same amount. 
“Tf the subscriber cannot pay the name 
must remain on the books and be reported, 
when called for, as delinquent. The present

HELD A QUIET LITTLE MEETING. 


World’s Fair Directors in Secret Confer- 
ence—Lake-Front People Active. 

The dual site is to the fore again. The re- 
fusal..of—the Park--Commissioners to give 
Washington Park encouraged the advocates 
of every site now in the race, but the Lake 
Front people were the first to take advantage 
of it. They stole a march on the others and 
called for a meeting of the directors. 

Quietly and quickly it was done. The call 
was not issued through the regular channels, 
but a few directors, chief among whom was 
Charles L. Hutchinson, requested that the 
board meet informally to discuss a proposi- 
tion that was to be made. Secrecy was en- 
joined on all, as it was desired to have the 
meeting kept quiet; but there is generally 
bound to be a leak when forty-five men are 
possessed of 4 secret,.and this was out before 
the directors began to arrive at headquarters. 

There was not a quorum present, but then 
it was announced at the start it was a meet- 
ing for discussion and not for action. As one 
of the directors put it, it was for the purpose 
of bringing the board back to its onginal ten- 
der of Jackson. Park and the Lake-Front. 
The reason given in the meeting was that it 
was thought advisable to discuss a proposi- 
tion made by the Illinois Central’company. 

The proposition when boiled down was sim- 
ply an acceptance of the first proposition made 
to it by the World’s Fair - people when the 
Lake-Front was first talked of. It had been 
secured, it was said, through the efforts of 
Directors Hutchinson, Keyes, Waller, -Sec- 
berger, and Young, but itis more than prob- 
able that the fact that the Fair was rapidly 
slipping away from them had as much to do 
with the change of heart of the officials of the 
road as anything else. 

The company practically agrees to all the 
conditions laid down by the Committee on 
Grounds and Buildimgs. It agreesto make a 
satisfactory arrangement of its tracks during 
the time of the Exposition, agrees to allow 
piling and filling in east of its present right of 
way, and to pay for the same in case the 
courts decide that it is entitled to the riparian 
rights. In case the matter should be decided 
before the close of the Exposition it also 
agrees to give the land free of rental for one 
year after the close to givé time for’ the re- 
moval of buildings. 

Whether this tardy offer will be accepted or 
not remains to be seen. The directors were 
far from unanimous on the subject at the se. 
cret meeting yesterday, and many hard things 
were said of the Illinois Central’s policy in 
matters relating to the Fair. Attention was 
called to the fact that it had conceded nothing 
from the start that it had not been forced to. 

Are Opposed to It, 

The advocates of the North and West Side 
sites were, of course, opposed to it, as it could 
be used only in connection with Jackson Park, 
and not all of the Jackson Park people favor 
it. **An undivided site!” is their cry, and as 
their tender is 670 acres they claim that the 
Fair can be located there. The ones who do 
favor it are the ones who believe in the Lake- 
Front above all else. But there may be many 
shifts and changes before the matter is set- 
tled.

Division at the hands of the World’s Fair di- 
rectors. The communication, which was 
placed before the directors, was then recited 
and all the details attending the tender of the 
West Side site given. Mr, Greenebaum 
backed the report with a long speech. He 
said there were members of the directory who 
had never seen Garficld Park and who had 
never been farther west than Halsted street. 
He stated that the West Side would solidify 
against the South Side. 

“We rent our offices from the gentlemen 
who claim to represent the $350,000,000. We 
feed them. Our wives buy their dry goods 
from them. I said to them: ‘You have the 
money, but we have the people.’. They can- 
not have my consent to issue $5,000,000 worth 
of bonds if they locate the Fair at Jackson 
Park. We have lived here long enough not to 
be treated as the slaves of the aristocracy of 
the South Side.” 

Mr. Harrison wanted to know if the feeling 
of the North and West Sides was to vote 
against the issue of the bonds if the Fair was 
at Jackson Park, and Mr. Greencbaum said 
it was. He said, however, that he believed 
there was some disposition on the part of the 
directors to fairly consider the West Side in- 
terests. 

Col. Perce moved that the report be adopt- 
ed, and that the powers of the committee be 
extended. Frank Collier jumped up and said 
he was a West-Sider from “‘away back.” He 
said the solid, substantial hard sense of Chi- 
cago was on the West Side. 

William Elliott advocated peace. The re- 
port was adopted and Tol. Perce explained 
how the West Park Commissioners could law- 
fully tender the West Side Park system and 
the South Side could not. He said any prop- 
erty-owner in the South Park district could 
file a bill for an injunction, and stated the 
West Side Park Board could use the West 
Side parks for other purposes if the consent 
of the property-owners holding a majority of 
the frontage on the park was obtained. “We 
have the consent of the frontage of the entire 
park system,” he said, “in black and white. 
It is 56,997 feet and we have every foot of it.” 

Ex-Mayor Harrison spoke, showing the ad- 
vantage he thought the West Side parks had 
over the South Side.. He said half of the peo- 
ple of Chicago could walk to Garfield Park. 

A. J. Stone said that unless the directors 
used 150 acres of the Lake-Front with Jackson 
Park he would work from now until election 
day against voting $5,000,000 worth of bonds. 

Senator MacMillan said he did not believe 
the fight would end Sept. 9. He said he had 
information that it was the intention to post- 
pone action until after election day. “I

NEW YORK’S FILTHY STREETS. 


The City in a Fair Way to Be Visited by a 
Pestilence. 

New Yorr, Sept, 6.—[Special.}~The dirty 
streets of this City invite an epidemic. Be- 
fore the rain of last night laborers employed 
in the streets had raked the refuse in piles 
along the gutters. Today these masses of cor- 
ruption were sending their foul odors into 
everybody’s nostrils and permeating the air so 
strongly that it was almost unbearable.

ACT AT ONCE. 

. Have the World’s Fair Directors any idea of 
the mischief which has been wrought by the 
failure to take action on thé site question and 
by these ceaseless attempts to keep alive the 
Lake-Front delusion?. Have they the least 
idea of the still greater mischief they will work 
if they do not hasten to act? 

Do they know that through them Chicago is 
becoming an object of derision and contempt 
to every other city, large or small, in the coun- 
try? Do they know that it is impossible to 


| open an exchange newspaper from Bangor to 


Galveston without finding some sneer and gibe 
at ‘Chicago because its Board of Directors has 
made no progress in months to settle on a 
site for the Fair; or if there is not a scoff and 
an insult there is an expression of regret that 
the city has fallen so far shortof what it prom- 
ised in. the days when it was bragging high?

POWDERLY, LEE, AND THE KNIGHTS. 

The correspondence between Master Work- 
man Powderly and Mr. Lee, the local Knight 
leader in the New York Central strike, which 
already has been printed and commented 
upon in Tus Tarsus, convicts the leaders of 
the Knights of Labor of a wanton conspiracy 
not only to gain control of that road but of 
all the roads in the country and to smash the 
World’s Fair. Thé revelations of this corre- 
spondence wills arouse surprise and indigna- 
tion on the part of the general public. 

Prior to the publication of this correspond- 
ence it had been supposed that the cause of 
the strike was the discharge of certain men 
by the managers of the road. The Enights 
themselves asserted. over and over that such 
was the case.

that they were working at their duties as usual - 


when suddenly they were surprised by the dis- 
charge of seventy or eighty men “ because 
they were Knights of Labor,” and that they 
struck because the company would not re- 
store them to their places. The correspond- 
ence between Powderly and Lee gives’ the lie 
direct to these assertions. Out of their own 
mouths they stand convicted of a manth’s old 
conspiracy against the company. Six months 
before the strike was ordered—as far back as 
Feb. 3 last+-at a time when Mr. Depew was at 
home, when the men were well paid, and their 
work was no harder than thatof men on other 
roads, and everything was supposed to be run- 
ning agnoothly and satisfacterily, Lee and 
Fowderly were plotting to get control of the 
road. The first letter in this correspondence 
was written at Scranton, Feb. 3, and was ad- 
dressed to Lee by Powderly, who says: 

Avoid controversy as far as possible and fortify 
yourselves with wey indisputable facts, if ever 
you have toask for anything. Allow no rash 
counsels to sway you in anything, and do not 
place headstrong or intemperate men on any 
committee. The men on the Reading railroad 
actually controlled the entire management and 
had everything their own way. They grew restive, 
and allowed incendiary counsels to prevail. It 
was no uncommon thing for them to stop a train 
on the main track and talk to an up train in order 
to settle some littie matter. That sort of thing 
could not last, and when they finally struck it 
was at the wrong time for the men and just the 
time to suit the company. 

By their own letters it is shown that as early 
as last February these two men were hatching 
their plots in secret: against the company with- 
out having any grief or wrong to redress, It 
was at a time when there was no reason to sus- 
pect any scheme of the kind and it was long be- 


fore the company suspected that preparations . 


were being made not only to wreck the road 
if they could not take: possession of it but of 
all the other roads.in the country alsoand to 
include the World’s Fair in the general tie-up. 

For the enlightenment of those readers who 
may not have read Powderly’s orders to the 
Knights as shown in his written communica- 
tions—copies of which he placed as evidence 
before the New York State Board of Arbitra- 
tion—we republish these extracts. The 17th 
of April Powderly still further develops the 
details of the conspiracy : ' 

This is your plan: Goon with the work of or- 
ganization, do it as quietly as possible, work here- 
after under secret orders, and divulge nothing to 
the outside world as to movements or work done. 
Put organizers to work on the West Shore road 
and all along the entire Vanderbilt system. When 
you can induce a young man to quit the service of 
the company do so. Have as many as think of 
going elsewhere this spring doso ina body, if 
they can be relied on to do it that way. Have 
them give as a reason, if asked, that they are of- 
fered better wages and inducements elsewhere, 


Lee had a great deal of difficulty in follow- 
ing Powderly’s advice. In attempting to or- 
ganize his men for the best interest of the or- 
der and to gain control, as in the case of the 
Reading road, and at the same time to avoid 


a striké, he ran against a snag, as is shown by 


his letter to Powderly July 31, just before the 
strike, in which he says: 

We are having a very serious time of it here. 
The New York Central corporation is crowding 
us very hard, laying off men right and left, and 
the worst of it is the men who have been promot- 
ing the best interest of the organization are the 
ones selected for dismissal. | 

~ Lee meant that the company had got scent 
of the game and was trying to defeat it by 
discharging the mng leaders who were agitat- 
ing for the future great tie-up of the New 
York Central system. 

Powderly’s reply to this letter Aug. 2 isa 
singular composition for a man who was eager 
to avoid a strike, He writes: 

Caution your men to continue as before, make 
no noise, no stir, or show of strength, and, if pos- 
sible, act on the following suggestion: You have 
in the order anumber of young men who would 
just as lief take Horace Greeley’s advice and 

go West” as not; select a number of these who 
maa be willing to take positions elsewhere; 
have them correspond with our brothers and sis- 
ters in the West and secure positions there; then 
have them go one by one to their Superintendent 
and ask for higher wages, shorter hours, better 
conditions, or, in fact, anything that may be re- 
quired by the employés of the road. Their de- 
mands will be refused, of course,-and then let 
them .state that they aré unwilling to work for 
such a corporation when they can better them- 
selves. When 4 number of good men quit in that 
manner it will cause the company to think that it 
will not do to trifle with them, and prevent the 
discharge of other men. 


This you must do secretly, and by all means 
nd keep back all indications of trouble 


strike on his road, for that would injure his chance 
irreparably. 

But more significant disclosures 
The 6th of August Powderly evidently feared 
that his mine was about to be exploded 
prematurely and defeat the grand plot. It 
was only two days before the strike was or- 
dered by Lee that he writes to him: 

Brother Lee, it is madness for the men of the

“THE ENLARGED SITE AT ONCE. 

‘The South Park Commissioners have re- 
fused the Fair directors the use of Washing- 
ton Park. The latter asked for if because 
they deemed it the best site, and the tax- 
payers of the park district were willing it 
should be given. But the Commissioners, who 
are absolute in the matter, would not consent, 
and so that site is out of the reckoning. But 
they tendered all of Jackson Park, including 
the nearly 100 acres of improved ground, and 
the eighty or more acresin the plaisance strip 
connecting the two parks, making in all more 
than 600 acres, 

That being the case the Fair directors at 
their meeting Tuesday should vote unanimous- 
ly to tender to the National Commission when 
it meets next week the modified ‘site, which 
will have many advantages over thé one first 
offered and which cannot be delivered. That 
consisted of a part of Jackson Park and of 
150 acres on the Lake-Front under water. The 
commission accepted it with great reluctance 
and many misgivings, for it was really two 
sites, while the law as they understood it con- 
templated but one. The directors cannot 
make good their offer of the 150 acres of pond. 
But instead of that they can offer the eighty- 
seven improved acres of Jackson Park at its 


north end and nearer to the city than the rest | 


of the park. Some of the main buildings can 
be placed on this improved and drained 
ground, and part of it reserved for other pur- 
poses, 

They can tender also the Midway Plaisance 
with its eighty or ninety acres, and the Wasb- 
ington Driving Park, most likely, with its 
half-mile front—the latter to be used for the 
live-stock show, as was the intention had 
Washington Park been optained, Thus they 
take back 150 acres under water to which no 
title can be had, and offer in lieu of it over 250 
acres of dry ground, and from a large point of 
view really better suited for National Fair 
uses, and making one site instead of two as 
the act of Congress contemplated. 

It will be accessible by lake on the east and 
electric railways will take visitors from the 
landing to the easternmost portions of the Ex- 
position. The means of communication with 
the city by steam and cable roads are match- 
less. Every railroad from the East and every 
one coming in from the South except those to 
the west of the Illinois Central sweep past the 
Fair grounds and at.so short a distance from 
them that they can reach them without diffi- 
culty in the many months of time between 
now and the opening of the Fair. 

This site is what the directors should vote 
to tender Tuesday night. It will be then for 
the commission to accept or reject it. The 
directors should tell the members of the latter 
also, “‘If this site does not suit you, Say so and 
we will offer others. . Reject it, and we will 
offer Garfield Park. Reject that, and we will 
tender the north shore site. Reject that, and 
we will hunt around and find something else.”’ 

This is what the act of Congress requires. 
The local board is to pick out a site and offer 
it, and the National Commission isto accept it 
if it sees fit, and isto report finally to the 
President that the ground and the plans for 
buildings are ready. The board has made one 
tender, which it is compelled now to modify. 
It must lose no time in making the new offer 
so that the commission can have an opportu- 
nity to exercise its discretion. Therefore let 
the question be settled Tuesday night, not to 
be reopened unless the commission rejects 
Jackson Park and its appurtenances. 


- ARE WE A FRIVOLOUS PEOPLE? 

In the current number ofthe Forum Mr. 
Rebert J. Burdette, who has been known long 
and favorably as a'humorist, attempts to 
answer the question “Are. we a frivolous 
people?” If experience qualifies a man to 
discuss a certain subject, Mr. Burdette should 
speak as one having authority on this. He 
has written much and spoken much in the de- 
partment of persiflage and has done his best 
to entertain the people with his humor, but by 
his own confession it has been only vanity and 
vexation of spirit. In his own melancholy 
words, the end man is a fhilure, for the people 
are not frivolously inclined, In a list of forty- 
five lecturers for the season just closed an- 
nounced by the oldest lecture and amusement 
bureau in America, the Lyceum Bureau of 
Boston, he says there appears but one name 
bracketed as “humorous” and that one is 
not very funny. Moralizing upon this, he says 
pathetically : 

Now, in any business, the wise merchant puts 
upon the market the wares for which 
there is the greatest demand. If there were a 
great call for the end man, the bureaus would 
spread their nets for him and furnish him to the 
local lyceums. He would not stand a solitary 
jester in an assembly of forty-four wise men. The 

people do appear to want a little of him. . They 
must have a little rest from the wise man, who is 
at times a trifle heavy, and becometh, like his 
“‘ much study,” @ weariness unto ‘the fidsh. But

Tue presentation in the House of the bill for

THE ICE CAVES OF MOUNT ADAMS, 


One of the Natural Wonders of the New 
State of Washington. 

Spokane Review: Away up 4,000 feet above 
the Columbia River, at the base of Mount 
Adams, whose symmetrical epne-like peak is 
coxered with perpetual snow, lies a beautiful 
little Jake surrounded by broad meadows and 
fed by a stream of purest water, taking its 
rise in the snow-fields ten or twelve miles 
away. The caves are within a few miles 
of Trout Lake, for so this mountain gem, like 
hundreds of others in this wonderful country 
of lakes, is called for the reason that trout- 
filled basing are so common that the discov- 
erer, averse to taxing his brain for an original 
name, has seen fit to dub his find with his 
first thought. As yet only six large caves 
have been discovered, but as the whole coun- 
try gives forth a ‘hollow, reverberating sound 
to the heel-tap of the hobnailed mountain 
shoe of the visitor, it i¢ highly probable there 
are many more. | 

One of these ice caves, the largest one, is 


used by the farmers as a cold storage ware- | 


house for butter and milk, and certainly 
answers the purpose admirably. The en- 
trance is like unto a cistern, and the advent- 
urer fowers himself igto the chilly atmos- 
phere by means of a rope. The interior of 
the cave is composed of one large apartment 
about eighty feet square. The cave is walled 
with ice around, above, and below, with huge 
icicles of atalactite and stalagmite formation, 
obstructing a complete view, as well as form- 
ing obstacles to exploration, but affording the 
most gorgeous pictures in the light of a 
flaming pitch-torch. 3 

The etfect is simply indescribable, but at 
the same time most fascinating, especially 
when seen on a hot Augustday. The huge 
pendants of pure, translucent ice réflect and 
scintillate the ruddy glow of the torch in a 
bewildering maze of color and a thousand 
rays of light. 

The sir is a clear, dry, cold, even on the 
hottest day. There is no dam ess Or moist- 
ure; the ice is not melting, but is hard and 
cold and dry, asin midwinter. A few moments 
in the cave and one’s very blood is chilled, a 
fact which is as yet, no doubt, the cause of a 
thorough exploration of the cave never hav 
been made. There are, perhaps, other an 
adjoining caverns which very probably open 
out from the: main apartment and form an 
Icelandic labyrinth.

The instinct of the fish 
sends them at regular seasons into fresh wa- 
ter, where and near which they are caught ‘in 
vast numbers. Other steamers, some of them 
carrying passengers and requiring a week 
longer to make the trip, call at stated times 
at several other places to take on and unload 
freight. The natives are the fishermen, using 
both nets and hooks from their trim canoes. 
These are dug out—from a single log, some 
barely holding a man, others carrying with 
safety fifty and more. A log of two feet diam- 
eter will make a canoe nearly twice as large 
at ive waist. When dug out to a thin shell 
almost as light as of birch bark the 
frame is filled with water, into 
which. hot stones are thrown, until 
the wooden walls are thoroughly steamed and 
hot. Sticks of different lengths, the longest at 
the canoe waist, are then set into the frame, 
which is spread out into a fine, cutter-shaped 
keel. A high prow and somewhat raised 
stern are cut out of the log or set into it. The 
shell of a canoe holding over sixty people is 
often less than a half-inch thick, and so light 
that two people can easily pull it high on dry 
land. The native squats in the bottom of his 
canoe and paddles it with great speed. We 
saw a boat not twenty feet long, the whole 
filled to the top with light firewood. On this 


were perched two men, three women, a dog, a 


small tent, and the cooking utensils of a fam- 
ily. They were sailing from Juneau to an- 
other village several miles away. A native 
gets into his loaded canoe as lightly and care- 
fully as if he were treading on eggs. 
These people catch fish at or near their re- 
spective . The canneries each have a 
small omen which is sent to the sev- 
eral villages daily to pick oe In 
this way the salmon are landed at the packing- 
places when perfectly fresh. The Alaskan 
salmon is as a rule small, Lp. ap only 
about six poems w the “ sock eye ” of 
the Frazer River run evenly at eight pounds, 
and the Columbia River ishes an average 
of nearly if not fully twenty pounds.
